Appearance Witnessed Serranc

If Eugene McCarthy is the 
presidential choice of the SS( 
student body as reported here 
April 26 following the balloting 
of the Choice ’68 straw poll on 
campus, there was scant evidence 
of it Saturday. 

The Minnesota senator was in 
Sacramento Saturday morning to 
reopen his bid for victory in the 
California winner-take-all e|: 


tion primary on June 4th. lie 
abruptly suspended his cam- 
apigning in the state following 


the assassination of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., one month ayo. 

Sacramento State College stu- 
dents who claim allegiance 
to the urbane and wryly witted 
senator were conspicuous 
throughout the morning by their 
absence. 

Seheduled for both a fund 
raising breakfast and an airport 
rally, Senator McCarthy also 
found time for an early morning 
press conference where he with- 
stood a heavy’. barrage of 
questions from both the local 
and national press concering a 
possible union of McCarthy and 
Humphrey forces moving to stop 
Senator Kobert Kennedy in Cali- 
fornia. 

Denying any involvement in 
such a movernent, McCarthy went 
further by playing down the pos- 
sibility of any future coalition 


by saving, ‘Il am not offering the 
vice-presidency to and 
it hasn’t been offered to me.”’

Noting the active solicitation 
of nationwide student support by 
both McCarthy and Kennedy 
forces, a SSC Hornet reporter 
asked McCarthy if there had 
emerged, at least since the In- 
diana primary, any genuine dif- 


ferences between the two 
Democrats other than per- 
sonality. 

Senator MeCartl admitted 
that. so far, he could see no 
actual disagreement on basic 
issues. However he went onto 
censor Kennedy for failing 


to respond to a McCarthy chal- 
lenge for a debate or confronta- 


tion that would, according to 
McCarthy, serve to reveal a 
respective positions of thetwo 
men, 


Later, speaking before a fund 
raising breakfast of about 350 
Northern California supporters, 
which did include several SSC- 


faculty members, Senator 
McCarthy cooly emphasized 
he was “prepared to deal in 


personalit:es.’’ Continuing, he 
delighted his audience by quoting 
his 18 year old daughter Mary 
who has taken temporary leave 
from Radciiffe to campaign for 
her father. ‘‘It’s not personal-

Evidently, Miss Serrano has 
communicated quite well with stu- 
dents that she has instructed, Over 
500 students signed a petition which 
was presented to the tenure board 
which asked that she be retained 
a SSC. Further indication of 
campus support for Miss Serrano 
was a rally held last week in the 
quad which was attended by many 
Students as well is other teachers 
who have had to battle the tenure 
wars in previous years, Students’ 
impressions of Miss Serrano are 
also reflected ina petition present- 
ed toDr. Lower, department chair - 
man, last semester requesting that 
she teach a Spanish class which 
had been rescheduled to be taught 
by another teacher, 

Miss Serrano is also needed 
because of the aid that she can 
offer to minority group students. 
Being the only faculty member at 
SSC of Mexican-American extrac- 
tion, her worth in this capacity 
is extremely important. She is a 
valuable resource for the Program 
for Disadvantaged Students sche- 
duled to begin this summer under 
the direction of Dean Klingelhofer 
of the Arts and Sciences School. 
Serrano’s absence would have 
made the future of the program 
doubtful. 

MAYA (Mexican - American 
Youth Association) the chief sup- 
porter of Miss Serrano’s stand, 
explained that her worth to the 


college, both in an advisory and 
academic capacity, far outweigh 
the one criterion she does not 


fulfill at this time: possession of 
a Ph.D 


When asked her opinion of a 
Ph.D. being a requirement for 
state college teachers she re- 
plied, ‘‘A Ph.D, is not only suitable 
but desirable to anyone propogating 
wisdom,’’ She added that a Ph.D, 
is necessary in some types of work, 
especially if the professor is 
teaching a specialized subject. 
However, Miss Serrano believes 
that a Ph. D. should not be the 
absolute means to evaluate sub- 
stantive and creative abilities of a 
person. In other words, a Ph.D, 
should have a role, but not the sole 
role, in determining a teacher’s 
qualifications, She also expressed 
the desire to resume work on her 
Ph.D, in the near future, As she 
stated, ‘I never have given up the 
idea completely.”’ 


Dr, Lowet, in @ prepared state -

Ed Bill Has Inequities 


Finding inequities in the state’s educational system 
these days is somewhat like following a fuse in search of 
an explosive. To many, the implications of recent legisla- 
tion introduced by Assembiyman Leroy F. Greene are 
tantamount to a candle-light discovery of napalm. AB 
1168, known to some as the Greene Amendment and to 
others merely as the “testing bill,” would require a state- 
wide program of district level achievement testing coupled 
with the provision that the minimum academic standards 
adopted in each school district for high school graduation 
would be equal to or exceed such standards prescribed by 
the State Board of Education. 

This would be accomplished by making graduation 
contingent upon a state administered examination. ‘No pu- 
pil shall receive a diploma of graduation from grade 12 
who has not completed the course of study and met the 
standards of proficiency prescribed by the governing 
board.” Upon this phrase turns much of the controversy 
since a student, in order to graduate would have to pass 
a state achievement test. 

Gilbert Oster, as consultant to the Assembly Educa- 
tion Committee, has had much to do with this bill and 
seems to be its chief spokesman. He stated that the bill is 
an outgrowth of a series of hearings held by the Assembly 
Interim Committee on Education in Watts in 1965. From 
this it is inferred that the Greene Amendment addressed 
itself to the problem of raising the academic standards of 
schools in the ghettos and other disadvantaged areas. 

Accordingly, with passege of the bill, a fixed standard 
would emerge as a guldeline for improvement. Mr. Oster 
further asserts that in these areas a high school diploma 
is now meaningless because it represents relatively littl 
academic achievement. He admits that initially, many 
ghetto youths may not graduate because they would not 
be able to pass the proposed state test but this would hav: 
its compensation since, if you buy the theory, the ghetto 
would be shocked out of its lethargy and ghetto parents 
would be motivated to bring pressure to improve condi- 
tions in the local school district when their children fail 
to graduate from the local high choo! 

Much opposition has been raised by the members of 
SSC’s Black Student Union who feel that Mr. Greene's bill 
would in fact constitute a punitive type of measure that 
would raise standards without first trying to improve the 
methods of attaining those standards. Any forthcoming 
improvement would come at the expense of many initial 
sufferers which would tend to widen the existing gap be- 
tween ghetto schools and those outside, making it all the 
more difficult for black ghetto youth to compete with some- 
thing other than a fire bomb By taking away the diploma 
just one more stumbling block is added. Backers of the bill 
attempt to minimize this aspect by saying that most em- 
ployers in the area no longer pay any attention to a diplo- 
ma but local members of the NAACP disagrve. 

They feel that this will give the employer just one 
more excuse not to hire from the ghetto. Dave Groten 
of the Friends Committee on Legislation feels that the 
Green Amendment talks around the problem but does little 
to strike at its root. Although he sees some merit in the 
provisions of the hill that would require annual reports 
containing an analysis on a district by district basis of re- 
sults of every state-wide testing program, he feels that

McCarthy explained that the 
original intent of his campaign 
was still intact: to bring the 
issues facing the nation out of 
the hands of small groups of 
politicians and back to the 
people. The senator clarified 
that he was not revolting against 
the leaders of the Democratic 
Party, but that his candidacy was 
the outgrowth of a situation where 
party leaders “say they don’t 
know where to lead or how 
to lead.’’ 

Underlining the success of his 
desire to provide the country with 
genuine alternatives, McCarthy 
said his campaign had destroyed 
not only a= prematurely de- 
termined Democratic platform 
but had ‘*gone a long way towards 
rewriting the platform of the 
Republican party.”’ 

Immediately following his speech 
Senator McCarthy left for abrief 
rally at the old Sacramento Muni- 
cipal airpert before flying on to 
Fresno in what was a one-day, 
four-city campaign swing through 
California, The group of approxi- 
mately 150 persons at the rally 
consisted almost exclusively of 
students from the UC Davis cam- 


pus. 
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
